_ Turkish Jews participate in the same rights as are granted to the rajahs. || 


It will suffice to know, that this is too important a matter to be treated 


: with indifference; on the contrary,-it deserves all our attention, and an~ 
application in conformity with its great importance. 
Then it is incumbent on all the European Jews to awaken the latent | 


moral faculties of the masses, and to render education familiar to them. 
It is easy to comprehend, that this is most important, should the 


- Turkish Jews be emancipated or not from the present and future state 


of things in Turkey; we shall soon see our poor brethren sink in hope- 
less misery, and perish, unless their minds receive a proper training. 
The only efficacious means of attaining the end of this indispensable 


_ education is, according to our opinion, to educate and train young Turkish 
Jews in the capitals of Europe. | | 


Another means would be, to establish European schools in Turkey ; 


but all judicious men think that, under present circumstances, it would 
be impossible. The DM and fanatics would persecute those establish- 


ments until their final destruction; and the improvement the pupils 
would have made there, would soon disappear after their leaving them. 
Besides, the question here is, not to give them a certain amount of 


knowledge only, but also to acquaint them with the manners and cus- | 


toms of Europe, its industry, commerce and discipline. And it is but 


by bringing our co-religionists into contact with European civilisation, || 
_ that we can expect a happy result, whilst European schools in Turkey | 
would meet with insurmountable obstacles; they would be sown, we 
may say, in an ungrateful soil, and vegetate soon to perish. Inde- 
pendent of which, the establishment of these Jewish schools would 
require such outlay, that it would be difficult to raise the funds for the 
purpose. The state of the East cannot be compared with the French 
_ possessions in Africa; there the Jewish schools were in their proper 


place, since the immediate intercourse with the French rendered the 


establishment of such schools indispensable and instruction necessary. 
The Turkish Jews never deviate from their Eastern mode of living, 


and consequently will not feel the real want of education, until the 
advantages they might derive from European civilisation be made 


What we now have to do is, to follow the example set by the Turkish, 
Egyptian and Servian governments in regard to Mahommedan youths, | 


and send a number of young Turkish Jews to the capitals of Western 
Europe, there to receive the benefits of a liberal education. Besides its 
‘ati utility, this plan offers a great advantage, since it would 


ighten the sacrifices imposed upon the communities willing to adhere 


to this arrangement; and a profitable use would then be made of the

This society was originally established as an auxiliary to the Jewish Ladies’ 


1! Benevolent Loan and Visiting Society; and it was intended, in the first instance, 


to limit its aid tothe promotion of emigration to Australia amongst single Jewish 


females only, under the auspices of the Government Emigration Com missioners; 


but the Committee, anxious to meet the wishes of many subscribers, took measures 
to extend the sphere of its operations; and they have great pleasure in stating that 
they have been enabled to assist both families and single females to emigrate to 
America as well as to Australia. | 

The Committee feel it to be their duty to call the attention of the public to the 
correspondence which took place in February, 1853, between the President of the 


Ladies’ Visiting Society and Her Majesty’s Emigration Commissioners; and they 


refer to it with pleasure, as having been the valuable means of promotihg this im- 
portant object. It was, however, found more desirable that the Auxiliary Com- 
mittee should be placed under separate management, which led to the formation 
of the Jewish Emigration Loan Society. | 

The Committee deem it superfluous to offer any observations upon the advantages 
of emigration, but they are of opinion that it is one of the most efficacious means. 
of relieving the distress of the Jewish poor, and of ‘mitigating the evils resulting — 


therefrom ; for, owing to the increase of the population, and the great competition — 


in trade existing in this country, there is but little chance for the poor artizan and. 
hard worked needlewoman to improve their condition; and experience has shown 


- that the energetic and industrious emigrant insures a better position of comfort 


for the price of his labour, 
The Committee received numerous applications for assistance, but motives of 

prudence and justice obliged them to pass a regulation that only British-born Jews, 
or those foreign Jews who had been domiciled ten years in this country, should be. 
eligible as candidates to receive the benefits of the society. A careful investigation 
was made into the characters and occupations of the applicants; and the Com- . 
mittee believe that the necessary pecuniary aid has been afforded to a class of per- 
sons of honest and industrious habits, who, it is hoped, will gain for themselves 
and families a more respectable station in their new homes. © ie -. 
‘ It will be perceived, from the statement appended to this report, that the society 
has only assisted persons who were acquainted with a trade, or had been accustomed 
to domestic service; and no single females were sent out unless it was proved satis 


- factorily to the Committee that they had friends in Australia who would afford 


them the protection of a home upon their arrivalin thecolony. 
The Committee availed themselves of Mrs. Chisholm’s departure in thé Ballarat, 


which sailed in April last, and 30 persons, including 16 single females, were placed 


under her immediate care in that ship; and the remainder of the emigrants were _. 
sent out in first-class vessels. | 
The emigrants were provided with Jewish meats for the voyage, and, where ne 


-cessary, with Passover bread. 


For the purpose of encouraging habits of self-reliance and perseverance among 
the emigrants, the pecuniary aid, in nearly every case, was given by way of loan; 
and in conformity with the plan adopted by the Family Colonisation Society, a 


- note of hand was taken from each emigrant for the sum so advanced, such amount 


to be repaid to the society by periodical instalments. The Committee are happy 
to state that Mrs. Chisholm has kindly undertaken to form a committee in Australia, 
immediately upon her arrival, to co-operate with the society here for protecting its 
interests, and for the benefit of the emigrants. ee ee fey 
The number of emigrants sent out by this society is as follows:-— 
12 Married Men.

75 Children of the above.

_ Of these, 85 have gone to Australia, and 45 to America. The outlay has amounted 


to £1366 8s. 2d., leaving the society slightly indebted to its treasurer. It is gratify- 


ing, however, to state that many of the emigrants paid a portion of their passage 
money out of their own savings, and in some instances part of it was contributed 
by private benevolence. | 

There still remains a large number of applications from many respectable and 
industrious families desirous of emigrating; the Committee, therefore, agail Cat. 
nestly appeal for further assistance to continue their labours, and they sincerely 
hope that the desire which the Jewish community at all times exhibits to assist 
any undertaking having for its object the amelioration of the poorer classes, will 
cause this appeal to be cheerfully responded to. 

In conclusion, the Committee feel gratified in reporting that through the benevo 
lence of some Jadies, many of the emigrants to Australia were supplied with clothes, 


bedding, blankets, and other necessaries, and some friends of the society also fut 


nished them with Bibles and Prayer Books. The Committee have also to offer 
their thanks to the managers of Sussex Hall for their courtesy in permitting the 
gratuitous use of their rooms for the meetings of the society. |
